To understand something of the sheer food 
value of milk, even apart from the question of 
its digestibility and the perfect balance of its 
nutrient elements, let us compare it with other 
valuable foods. A quart of milk is equal in 
food value to three-quarters of a pound of 
beefsteak, two pints of oysters, eight eggs, 
two pounds of chicken, three-fifths of a pound 
of pork chops, or three pounds of cod fish. 

In taking these other foods one has to think 
of how to combine them, or what else to eat 
to provide certain other elements of nutrition 
which they lack. Milk, however, has (very 
element in living organic form. . 

The food vaiue of milk can hardly be over- 
estimated. including as it does perfectjy- 
balaneed roportions” of  easily-digested 
proteins, ats, and carbohydrates, — it 
contains virtually” twenty different 
chemical elements, which give it extra- 
ordinary value in building and maintaining 
health. There are lime, phosphates, sulphur, 
sodium, potassium, chlorine, magnesium, iron 
and iod.ne. ' : 


Aids to Complexion. 


The fats of milk (known commonly as 
cream and butter) are of such a fine texture 
that the digestive juices can readily penetrate 
and affect their microscopic globules. The 
globules of other fats are large, crude, and 
relatively hard to digest. Milk fat is easily 
emulsified, quickly absorbed, and becomes a 
part of the fatty portion of the blood. A

From all this it will be recognised that 
milk is closely akin to rich blood in its con- 
stituents. That is why its nutrient elements 
are so easily absorbed into the blood stream 
and carried to every nerve and tissue that 
is craving nourishment or Jacking anything

The importance of milk to the invalid is, 
of course, generally recognised. Doctors and 
nurses everywhere rely on it as the basis of 
restorative diet íor all who have been debili- 
tated by illness.

As ex- 
periments with the milk diet have proved, the 
skin is one of the first parts of the body to 
benefit by its revivifying action. The hair, 
too, takes on a better lustre, and the eyes 
become clear and bright. 

Extra milk in the diet will soon fill the 
hollows in cheeks and neck, while it rounds 
off scraggy limbs. Nerves are strengthened 
and vitality expresses -itself in a personality 
brimming over with energy and the joy of 
life. 


Better than Dieting. 


But it is not only thin people who benefit 
by milk, Women who are inclined to put 
on too much flesh often try what they call 
dieting, which often means cutting down 
many foods which are. essential to health 
and vigour. This danger can be avoided by 
taking extra milk. Reduce the quantities of 
starchy foods, sweets and chocolates, and 
allow the rich nutriment of milk to build 
firm, healthy flesh in place of flabby fat. 
Milk will maintain the balance of all the 


necessary food elements. The nerves and 
glands will get all that is needed for their 
perfect functioning. 

Persons suffering. from. obesity. can get 
back to normal, and enjoy vigorous health 
and activity by living largely’ on milk, fruit 
and vegetables, Potatoes, of course, are pro- 
hibited in this diet. 

Striking proof of the value of milk has 
been afforded by the result of giving an 
extra supply to. industrial workers. Many 
big manufacturers have made experiments on 
these lines with surprising results. The 
usual method is to give workers a ten or 
fifteen minutes’ rest in the middle of the 
foreneon and in the middle of the afternoon. 
During these rests they are supplied with a 
glass of milk. 

The benefit makes itself felt in @ormously 
increased production.

Pasteurising. 


Some people, realising the dangers of milk 
that is handled ih a careless way, believe 
that they can get over the trouble by sterilis- 
ing the milk at home. Sterilising and 
pasteurising are not. the same, and sterilised 
milk does not compare with past Sirised milk 
in flavour or nutritive value. 

Sterilising means raising the temperature 
of the milk to 212 degrees or more Fahren-

In addition, the 
casein of the sterilised milk forms a tough 
curd in the stomach and becomes decidedly 
less digestible. 

In pasteurising the milk is heated to only 
about 145 degrees for a period of twenty to 
thirty minutes. This leaves the vital 
elements intact, and destroys at the same 
time all malignant micro-organisms. 

Pasteurising, being a highly technical 
process, however, must be carried out in a 
proper manner by the dairyman. 


Tuberculin-Tested. 


Another form in which pure. milk is 
purveyed dispenses with heating to kill 
malignant organisms, but takes extreme care 
to see that the milk comes not only from 
tuberculin-tested herds, but that nowhere in 
its journey from the cow to the consumer 
does it come in contact with possible sources 
of germs; in other words, that it is dealt 
with under best possible conditions arid 
bottled. The Irish Clean Milk Society is

STATEMENT BY ‘ 
CIVLL SERVANTS.

ON A FIGURE 
OF 55. 


BONUS 


The Gonneil of the Civil Service Federa- 
tion held a meeting last night to consider 
the position of Civil Servants’ ander” the 
Public Services (Temporary Economies) Bill, 
1935, and it was decided that, at this stage, 


the following statement should be issued to 


the Press :—‘‘ The Council has had under 
consideration the statement issued by the 
Teachers’ Organisation on ‘April 1 last, and 
while very reluctant to enter into any con- 
troversy with ay section of public servants 
affected by the bill, feels compelled to cor- 
rect certain misapprehensions disclosed in 
the teachers’ statement. It is all the more 
necessary to dó so, because, despite frequent 
explanations regarding the operation of the 
‘bonus’ system, there is still in many 
quarters a lack of appreciation of the ex- 
ceptional sacrifices made thereunder by civil 
servants. Civil servants are practically the 
only body in the cómmunity whose pay iú 
definitely related té changes in the cost of 
living, and as the official cost of living in- 
dex figure has, with minor exceptions, shown 
a steep downward trend since the inception 
of the ‘ bonus” system in 1920, the result 
has been that reductions have taken place 
in the pay of cviil servants out of ali 
proportion to the reductions since made in 
the rates of pay of other employés. To go 
back only as far as the change of Govern- 
ment in 1922, approximately £3,750,000 has 
been saved on the cost of Civil Service pay 
by reason of the reductions that have in the 
meantime taken place in ‘bonus* payments. 

‘When, in November, 1925, a ten per 
cent. reduction was made in the y of 
teachers as fixed in 1920, the cost of living 
index figure wes 85 per cent. over pre-war, 
Tcachers have not suffered the loss of pay 
sustained by civil servants under the 
‘bonus’ system since 1923. To appreciate 
the relative sacrifices called for in the current 
financial. year. from civil servants and 
teachers, it is necessary to take into account 
that civil seryants are now paid ‘bonus,’ 
not on a figure of 85, but of 55 


BASIC RATES, 


‘Not only has the civil servant had his 
remuneration reduced in the manner ind- 
— under the ‘bonus’ system, but since 

pointments to and promotions in the 
bhá Y rm have been made on basic rates 
much lower than those in existence at the 
sm of Government in 1922. 

"it was because of the unjustifiable Jowrer- 
ing of Civil Service pay that the Federation 


put forward the demand for an Arbitration — 


oard. The Federation was confident that an 
impartial tribunal investigating the facts 
would not stand over reductions ‘that had 
been imposed on civil servants. In disregard 
of its pledge, to have such grievances settled 
by arbitration, the Government now proposes 
to worsen still further the inequitable treat- 
ment of which civil servants have complained. 

‘ Deductions such as proposed in Civil 
Service pay under the Public Services (Tem- 
porary Boosemsna) Bill cannot be justified, on 
the ground that civil servants are in receipt 
of excessive salaries, and, indeed, no such 
contention has been officially made in con- 
nection with the bill. If it were so contended 
the Government has the proper remedy in 
its own hands. The Federation is willing 
and anxious that where any cass of civil 
servants is paid rates questioned as fair 
rates for the work done the issue should be 
submitted to arbitration, 

“ Since existing rates have not 1+ shown 
to be excessive, there can be no jur | ification 
for the State utilising money require: to pay 
such rates for any other purpose. The pay- 
ment of fair rates to its employés should in 
the case of the Government, as in the case 
of any cther employer, be a first charge upon 
income. It is as unjust for the State to 
apply money to which its employés are en- 
titled, in order to .coutinue. State grants be- 
yond the capacity of the State to pay, as it 
would be for another employer to divert part 
of his salaries bill to Other purposes. 


A STRONG PROTEST. 


“ The proposals for dedactions from civil 
servants pay in the Public Economies Bill 
are qaite inconsistent with the mguiries which 
the Government has instituted into the in- 
adequacy of existing Civil Service remanera- 
tion, and with the acceptance of arbitration 
for settling Civil Service disputes, to which 
the Government, is committed. Because of 
this—becauss of the exceptional sacrifices al- 
ready made by civil servants in reductions 
in both bonus payments and basic rates—and 
most of all becausé of the essential injustice 
of the principle involved—the Federation must 
register an emphatic public protest against 
the pfovisions of the bill.’

SUGGESTED BOARD OF 
AKBITRATION.

Mr. Joseph Brennan, Chairman, presided 
at a meeting yesterday of the Civil Service 
Commission which was appointed to inquire 
into conditions..snd..remuneration in the 
Civil Service, held in the Boardroom of the 
Be Wes of Agricalture, Dublin. 

Wyse Power, in evidence on behalf 
committee representing female civil 
sereani of all grades and departments, 
expressed the opinion that the Civil Service 
would be better served by an arbitration 
board, corsistihng of a chairman and two 
other members, than by a single arbitrator. 
Few men, if selected, Would be likely fully 
to understand the position of women in the 
service, end fot that reason her commiittee 
contemplated a board. There was no reason 
why women should not sit on that board, 
even if the issue did not concern women 
exclusively, 

The witness explained that her committee 
represented about 1,500 women, bat it did 
not cover the industrial and subordinate 
classes. 

In reply to Mrs. Kettle, the witness said 
that women were not asking for any special 
privileges for themselves or their class, but 
equality and fair treatinent.
